the latter is hardly less different in his exter- 
nal than in his internal nature. 


At the north the notion of such interior 
differences hardly enters the head of one 
doctor out of a thousand, and if it get into 
the head of the one, the prevailing sentiment 
around him will not permit ita free utterance 
for these differences lead to great . conse- 
quences, which affeet the origin of the races 
—a subject tabood frym.Exeter Hall to. 
Boston. 

Oar object, however, is simply to call 
tome attention to one feature of these studies 
of Dr. Cartwright—namely, that which re- 
lates to the lungs. He eays, after minute 
and ſrequent investigations, that “ 174 being 
the mean bulk of air-recdivable by the lungs 
of a white. person of five feet in beight, 140 
inehes are given out by a negro of the same 


stature in other respects. Of coyrse this 


in not intended to be an exact measure of 
the difference, but it is as near as oan be 
obtained; 

This difference he has established too, ana- 
tomically, by the comparatively larger size of 
the liver and the smaller size ef the lungs in 
the negro;and physiologically by the role 
the liver perlorms in his animal economy 
which is larger while that of the lungs and 
the kidneys is less. 

The result of this is that the negro con- 
sumesless oxygen than the white man 
and from this, Dr. Cartwright deduces. some 
peopositions which are important to those 
who have the control of the former. From 
this fact; the reason of the proverbial ’slow- 
ness of the negro is proved, and, we sup- 
pose, his thriftless nature, to say nothing oi 
that habetude of mind which has through all 


ages distinguished him from the superior 


race. This rule is not cofined'to men, but 
pervades the animal kingdom. The owl is 
slower than the eagle, because it consumes 
less oxygen; among the fishes the flounder 
is the slowest, the herring the fleetest—each 
consuming, more or less oxogen in proportion 
to these qualities. 

Every one who has observed the negro at 
his tasks knows that the one is slower than 
the other; but this truth has out hitherto 
lead to much investigation. The antislave- 
ry mah, when. the fact has been given to 
him, has solved it by saying that the one 
race is sluggish hy his condition. Give Him 
freedom, with the stimulus derived {rom ‘it, 
and his movements will be as rapid his in- 
tellect as bright, and his thrift as matked as 
those ofthe white man. Dr. Cartwright re- 

fers the subject to the physital differences 
between che two, and with his anatomical 
Knife illustrates it. 

This simple truth —and we presume that 
it is a truth—is éssential to those who con- 
trol negroes ; and for that reason, and not 
its hearing on ‘the merits of slavery, we al- 
lode to it.

The slow gait of the negrois an impor- 
tant element to be taken into consideration 
in studying his natu I bave the authori- 
ty of one of the very hest observers of man- 
kind, that this element in the negro’s econo- 
my is particularly worthy of being studied. 
It is no less an authority than the father of 
his eountry, the first President of the Uni 
ted States, the illustrous Washingtdad- 
Wathington knew better, perhaps, than 


other man what the white man could’ % 


his power gf endurance aud strength of 
wind under a given speed or motion. Yet 
he found. that all his observations on the 


white race were inapplicable to negroes.— 


To know what they could do; and to ascer- 
tain their power of endurance and strength 
of wind, new observations had to be made, 
and he made them..accordingly. He made 
them on his own negroes: He saw they did 
not move like the soldiers he had been ac- 
oustomed to command. Their motions were 
much slower, and they performed their tasks 
in. a more dilatory manner; the amount 
of labor they could perform in a given 
time, with ease and comfort to themselves, 
could not be told by bis knowledge of what 
men could do. He therefore noted the gait 
or movements natural to-negroes, and made 
observations himselſ oſ how much they could 
effect in a given time, under the slow mo- 
tions or gait natural to them. He did this 
to enable him to judge of what would be a 


reasonable service toexpect from them, and |~ 


to know when they loiterated and when 
they performed their duty. Those persons 
unacquainted with the important truth that 
negroes are naturally slower in their motions 
than. white people, judging the former by 
the latter, often attempt to drive negroes 
to the performance of tasks equal to what 
the white laborer would voluntarily impose 
upon himself, is an actual loss to the master; 
who, instead of getting more service out of 
them, actually gets less, and soon none, if 
such a course be persisted in; because they 
become disabled in body and indisposed in 
mind to perſorm any service at all. Every 
master or overseer, although he may know 
nothing of the law, above mentioned, discov - 

ered by Cuvier, may soon learn from expe- 

rience the important fact, that there negroes 
assume, by their one instinct, the natural 
gait or movement peculiar to them, and then, 
like Washington, observe what can be ef- 
fected in a given time by that: given gait of 
movement, and to ask for, nor expect more.

THE DEAD SEA. 


Doubtless most ef our readers have seen a 
drawing of the Dead Sea upon the map of 
Palestine ; and yet very many of them may 
be unacquainted with the history of its for- 
mation, or the traditions connected with it, 
We purpose to give a few facts with regard 
to this strange sea. 

Tne Dead Sea, or the Lake Asphaltites, as 
the ancients termed it, lies in a south-easter- 
ly course from Jerusalem, at the distance of 
about a day’s journey. It is 70 miles long, 
about—wide, and is surrounded on three 
sides by lofty mountains, upon which grows 
no green thing, All things around this sea 
are dead and lifeless... .A more desolate spot 
could not well be ſaund. If our readers can 
imagine a country of lofty mountains, upon 
whose sides not a blade ofgrass grows, and 
whose rocks are scorched by a burning sun 
they may form an idea oſ the country around 
the Dead Sea It is a generally received 
opinion that the Dead Sea covers with. its 
waters the ancient plain of Liddim, in whith 
were situated the cities of Sodom and:Gomor: 
rah; cities destroyed; as it will be remem- 
bered, by the wrath of the Almighty. The 
ancient inhabitants of Jadea ſabled that the 
ghosts of the guilty people of the plain for - 
ever flitted around the, shores of the sen, 
seeking rest and finding none, and that their 
wailings might be heard from its watery 
depths. The ancie considered this sea as 
surrounded with terrors, and peopled with 
beings from the spirit world. 

We of course disbelieve these tales, but 
or many reasons think the cities ef Sodom 


and Gomorrah were covered by the waters | 


of the Dead Sea. 

It is an interesting question, how. these 
cities were destroyed. The most plausible 
theory is, that they were destroyed. by an 


eruption, of fire from the ground upon which 


they stood, and that the cities witch their in- 
habitants sank down under the destroy ing el- 
ements. The bed of the vally sinking down, 
the waters of the Jordan, which. passed 
through this valley and emptied into the Red 
Sea, were stopped jn their course, and exten- 
ded over the valley, forming the present sea,

Our readers will believe these assertions 
only so far as they appear reasonable. 

The water of the Dead Sea is ‘very dense, 
being 2-10 heavier than sea water. Indeéd, 
so heavy is it, that it supports upon its sur- 
face, man and beast. Dr. Madden assures 
ds that he could lie like a log of wood upon 
‘the water; but could just dive low enough to 
cover his body when he was thrown upon 
the surface. 

Its waters contain large quantities of 
salts of magnesia, soda, lime; Ge. While 
100 Ibs. of the water of the Atlanfié contain 
6 Ibs. of salts, 100 Ibs. of the Dead Sea wa- 
ter contain 41 Ibs. of salts. The taste is de. 
testible, and the water intensely ebld.
